a few questions and she said "Yes". When he asked her to get in the car, 
she said "No". According to^^^^^| the man said, "Okay, well, I just 
wanted to ask y ou if y ou had seen anything strange in the area to give the 
police a call. replied, "Okay" and then moved away. 

The dispat cher asked^J^^if the man was still parked there when she left 
andreplied, "No, he had driven off". The dispatcher asked^^^^if 
she wanted an officer to contact her and she advised that she was "fine" 
and the call was terminated. 


Around 09:35 hrs, METCAD dispatched the call to Urbana Police. At 09:36 
hrs, Sgt Norton called to verify there were no Street Crimes units in the 
area. Around 09:38 hrs, Sgt Norton and Ofc Cassidy (UPD) arrived in the 
area, but were unable to locate the vehicle. Around 09:41 hrs, Sgt Norton 
and Ofc Cassidy cleared the area.

recalled parking her vehicle somewhere on Stoughton, between Busey 
and Lincoln, and began walking to a bus stop (Busey/Green) .^^^^^|told us 
she was walking eastbound on Stoughton towards Busey, when a guy pulled up 
behind her, showed a badge, and told her he was an undercover cop. 
recalled the man saying, "I'm an undercover cop in the area investigating, 
would you be willing to get in the car and answer a few questions?" 
told us she said, "No" and began to walk away. recalled the man 

saying, "Please call if you see anything suspicious." could not 

recall which way he drove off, but stated he either went "North or East".

She did not know 
the make or model and could not recall anything about the vehicle in 
regards to vehicle damage, bumper stickers, or registration information. 

described the suspect as a white male in his 30's, clean shaven, 
clear complexion, attractive, and well spoken. said he was wearing 

a dark crew neck t-shirt, dark aviator style sunglasses, and a silver star 
on a chain around his neck. described the badge on the chain as a 

"Sheriff's" star with black leather backing. 

^^^Hdescribed the route she walked to be east on Stoughton and south on 
Busey to Green where she boarded the Silver South from the MTD Shelter 
located on the northeast corner of the Green and Busey intersection, 
could provide no further leads or suspects.
